There is only one obstacle that 


fe.{ can block up the channel and choke 


God’s power, and that is SIN. Sin 
ig the great barrier. It alone can 
hinder the work of the Spirit and 
prevent a Revival. “If I regard ini- 
quity in my heart,” declared David, 
“the Lord will not hear me’’ (Psa. 
66:18). And in Isaiah 59:1-2, we 
have these significant words: “Be- 
hold the Lord’s hand is not short- 
ened, that it cannot save; neither 
his ear heavy, that it cannot hear: 
but your iniquities have separated 
between you and your God, and 
your sins have hid His face from 
you, that He will not hear.” Sin, 
then, is the great barrier, and it 
must be put away. Nor is there 
any alternative. There can be no 
compromise. God will not work as 
long as there is iniquity covered 
up. 

In Hosea 10:12 we read, “Sow 
to yourselves in righteousness, reap 
in mercy, break up your fallow 
ground: for it is time to seek the 
Lord, till He comé-andrain right- 
eousness ups you.” Ang in I 
Si gg :14 the promise of 


called by my name,” declares the 
Lord, “shall humble themselves, 
and pray, and seek my face, and 
turn from their kicked ways; then 
will I hear from heaven, and will 
forgive their sin, and will heal 
their land.” Hence, nothing short 
of a broken heart over sin, full 
confession and restitution, will sat- 
isfy God.

not a word of sorrow for his sin 
against God (Luke 16:29-80). But’ 
David, though guilty of both mur- 
der and adultery, saw his sin as 
against God alone (Psalm 5174). 
Mere remorse is not, true Godly 
sorrow unto repentance, Judas, 
though filled with remorse, never 
repented. 


Now God alone is able to bestow 
a contrite and broken heart, a sor- 
row that will result in the confes- 
sion and forsaking of sin. And 
nothing short of that will suffice. 
“The sacrifices of God are a brok- 
en spirit; a broken and a contrite 
heart, O God, thou wilt not de- 
spise” (Psalm 51:17). “He that, 
covereth his sins shall not pros-, 
per: but whoso confesseth and for- — 
saketh them shall find mercy” 
Prov. 28:13). “Only acknowledge 
thine iniquity, that thou hast trans- 
gressed against the Lord thy God” 
(Jer. 3:13). 

There are three kinds of confes- 
sion that must be considered: ” 


(1) Private Confession; for 
where the sin has been commit- 
tment sina 


"1:9; 25). | 
(2) Personal ‘Gesteaion: for 
where the sin has been committed 
against another it must be con- 
fessed not only to God but also to 
the one who has been wronged. Nor 
will there be any peace until the 
confession has been made and for- 
giveness sought (Matt. 5:23-24). 


(3) Public Confession; for where 
the sin has been committed against 
the Church, that is to say, the en- 
tire congregation, a elass, organi- 
zation or company of people, the 
confession must be as public as the 
transgression,

means the end of eve earth- 
ly, but the beginning of whatever 
life you are going to live on the; 
other side of death. I am anxious 
to know just what kind of life you 
are going to live on the other side 
of death, and I suppose, many of 
you are anxious to know, too. 
There are some of you who already 
know, while some of you are won- 
dering about it. 


What Kind of People Die? 


Before we come to consider that 
more in detail, let us ask this one 
question, “What kind of people 
die?’”’ Do you know what kind of 


are all kinds of people.” No, be- 
loved, there are only two kinds of 
people who die. There are those who 
are saved, and those who are lost. 
Saved people die and lost people 
die. Those are the only two kinds 
of people who die. There are no 
other classes of people who die. 
Oh, you can say, red, black, yel- 
low, white, and so on, but we are 
not’ interested in that part of it 
at all. God tells us in His Word 
that there are only two kinds of 
people who die: those who are 


those who are lost (those who do 
not know Jesus Christ as their 
personal Saviour). Every man or 
woman, every boy or girl who dies 
may be classified as either saved 
or lost. And, you know as a min- 


stand over the casket of someone 


e! ‘He 
‘he 


-- I have to be true to the Word of 
God. I have to tell men this terri- 
ble fact. There is no in-between 
class at all. So, friends, the thing 
you had better determine today is 
whether you are saved or lost, be- 
cause those who are saved are go- 
ing to enjoy eternity, and those 
who are lost, are going to be tor- 
mented in eternity. Ah, life in eter- 
nity is determined by our relations 
to God while on earth, and through- 
out eternity there will be-only two 
classes of people — saved and lost. 


Etetnal Gain or Eternal Loss? 


Now what awaits these two 
classes of people on the other side 
of death? First of all, we find an 
eternal gain and an eternal loss. 
Eternal gain for those who are 
Saved, according to the Word of 
God, Where do you find it? Turn 
to Philippians the first chapter, 
verse twenty-one, and here Paul 
says: 

“For me to live is Christ, and 
to’ die is gain.’”’ And then look at 
the twenty-third verse, where he 


“For I am in a strait betwixt 
two, having a desire to depart, and 
be with Christ; which is far 


cerned, to die was to gain, and to 
depart and to be with Christ was 
far better. That is true! For every 
‘Christian to die there is gain on 
-the other side of death. 

But, what is there for the un- 
gaved, for the one who does not 
- know ‘the Lord Jesus Christ as Sav-

nconfessed, justso long will the 
pirit. of God be unable to bring 
about a Revival. Men must get 
right with each other in order to 
be right with God. 

One night, at the close of a 
searching message, a young man 
walked to the front, and, turning 
to the congregation, made the 
startling confession that he had 
stolen and used money that did not 
belong to him; after which he 
passed into the inquiry room to get 
right with God. He had been the 
treasurer of two important organ- 
izations and had squandered nearly 
all the funds entrusted to him. 

It is a common experience to find 
souls kneeling at the altar and 
calling upon God with apparent 
great anguish of heart, who fail 
to receive anything. And it is just 
as common for groups of people to 
gather together for nights of 


‘prayer for a Revival and yet never 


have their prayers answered. What 
is the trouble? Let the Word of 
God answer: “Your iniquities have 
separated between you and your 
God and your sins have hid His 


face from you, that He will not 


hear.” Hence, let us uncover our 
sin first of all; let us make straight 
the crooked ways, let us gather out 


‘the stones, and then we may ask 


in faith and expectancy for show- 


-ers of blessing. 


Now let us take our sins one by 
one and deal with each transgres- 
sion separately. And let us ask 
ourselves the following questions. 
It may be we are guilty and God 
will speak to us. 


(1) Have we forgiven everyone? 
Is there any malice, spite, hatred 
or enmity in our hearts? Do we 
cherish grudges; and have we re- 
fused to be reconciled? 

(2) Do we get-angry? Are there 
any uprisings within? It it true 
that we still lose our temper? Does 
wrath hold us at times in its grip? 

(3) Is there any feeling of jeal- 
ousy? When another is preferred 
before us, does it make us envious 
Do we get

“For what shall it profit a man, 
if he shall gain the whole world, 
and lose his own soul?” 

The inference here is that there 
is no profit in gaining the entire 
world if you lose your soul, be- 
cause you have lost everything. 
For the man outside of God and 
outside of Christ, on the other side 
of death, there ‘is nothing but loss. 
So, on the other side of death for 
these two classes of people, first 
of all, there is gain and then, there 
is loss. 


Eternal Heaven or Eternal Hell? 


Now, secondly, I want you to no- 
tice that there is an eternal Heav- 
en, and there is an eternal Hell 
for these two classes of people. For 
the saved there is an eternal Heav- 
en, I’m glad to say this, and I say 
it unhesitatingly and positively. 
For the saved there is an eter- 
nal Heaven, Look’ with me_please 
at Ii Corinthians the fifth chapter, 
verses one and two: 

“We know that if our earthly 
house of this tabernacle were dis- 
solved, we have a building of God, 
an house not made with hands, 
eternal in the heavens. For in this 
we groan, earnestly desiring to be 
clothed upon with our house which 
is from heaven.” 

There are many other wonderful 
passages of Scripture which we 
might call to your attention, but we 
ask you to look with us at just 
one more passage in this connec- 
tion, that is, in connection with the 
matter of Heaven for those who 
die in Christ (for the saved who 
die). It is found in I Peter, the 
first chapter, verse four: 

“To an inheritance incorruptible, 
and undefiled, and that fadeth not 
away, reserved in heaven for you.” 

That is, reserved for me and it 
is reserved for you, if you know 


sonal Saviour. Now, God tells us 
in His Word that there is a place 
called, “Heaven”; a place of joy; 
a place that is described _ won- 
derful terminology in the Word of 
God for all who love the Lord Je- 
sus Christ.

So the plain teaching of the 
Scripture is that angels are all 


about us, invisible to us, but guard- 


ing us, ministering to us, protect- 
ing us. But if that is true, it is 
all-miraculous. It is not natural, 
but supernatural. It is not human, 
but divine. It is not ordinary, but 
extraordinary. 


The supernatural, the miraculous 
is all about us though unseen by 
our blinded eyes and ignored by 
the unbelieving. Christianity is a 
miracle religion, and miracles are 
present-day facts. 


The Bible itself shows that mir- 
acles were scattered throughout all 
human history until the last record 
of the Bible closed. There were mir- 
acles before the flood, like the 
translation of Enoch, in the midst 
of wickedness, The divine revela- 
tion to Noah, the coming of ani- 
mals into the ark, and the great 
fiood were all miraculous. After the 
fiood the confusion of tongues, the 
many miracles in connection with. 
Abraham, the birth of Isaac, the 
destruction of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah, followed. Jacob and Joseph 
had miracles, dreams, revelations 
from God. After the silent period 
in Egypt when revelation takes up 
the story again, there are miracles 
with Moses, the burning hush, the 
plagues in Egypt, the crossing of 
the Red Sea, the marvels of the 
wilderness period. Miracles con- 
tinued with Joshua, then in the pe- 
riod of the Judges. Miracles were 
given to Samson, Gideon and oth- 
ers. Throughout the kingdom pe- 
riod there were mighty miracles at 
the hands of the prophets, Elijah, 
Elisha and others, with King Heze- 
kiah, with Jehoshaphat, and with 
an unnamed prophet that warned 
Jeroboam, and others. There were 
miracles in the captivity as record- 
ed in the book of Daniel. After the 
captivity angels talked.with Zech- 
ariah. There were visions and in- 
terpretations wholly miraculous. 
The New Testament starts with 
miracles and ends the same way. 
Miracles followed Peter, Paul, Ste- 
phen and Philip. The five narrative 
books of the New Testament, that 
is, ane four gospels and the book 
‘of ate Par. of ‘miracles, Mir- 
acne are ak the first of the book of 
Acts, and then in the very last 
chapter the miracles promised in 
Mark 16:17, 18 followed Paul. Bit- 
ten by a serpent he- suffered no 
harm, and he laid hands on: the 
sick and they recovered. But that 
isn’t all. Many years later John, 
the beloved apostle, was on the 
Isle of Patmos and Jesus Christ 
appeared to him: miraculously; and 
God revealed unto him the whole 
course of human history to the end. 
The Bible is simply a history of 
miracles. 

There may have been brief peri- 
eds when because of unbelief and 
sin there were no outward \mani- 
festations of the miracle-working 
power of God. There were’relative- 
ly brief periods with no miracles 
recorded, but usually that is be- 
cause there is no record of the en- 
tire perjod, such as the period be- 
tween Malachi and the New Tes- 
tament, the four hundred years in 
Egypt, etc. It would be presump- 
tuous to say there were no mir- 
acles in those periods. We’ simply 
do not know of any. 

Some say that miracles stopped 
with the closing of the canon of 
Scripture. But how foolish that is. 
Men are still born again when they 
trust in Christ, are they not? Then 
that is a miracle. /Men still have 
the Holy Spirit dwelling in their 
bodies, do they not? Then miracles 
continue! The angel of the Lord 
‘still encamps around about them 
that fear Him and delivers them, 
does he not? Then there are pres- 
,| ent-day, living miracles, 

. Do you say the physical mir- 
acles ended? No! Bible prophecies 
foretell miracles for all the future. 
The return of Christ for His saints, 
the translation of living saints, the 
resurrection of Christian- dead, the 
ascent in the air to meet Jeus, the

You have 
never sworn, You have never com- 
mitted any of these sins which we 
term “gross sins.” Everyone likes 
you. You are respected and all the 


‘rest of it. Friends, listen, that isn’t 


good enough. That’s not enough to 
get you by. You come far short 
if that is all you have to offer, 
because God says that all men are 
sinners. Listen, friends, it doesn’t 
matter what your preacher says. 
It doesn’t make any difference what 
you have been reading in books. It 
doesn’t matter what other people 
say. It doesn’t matter what your 
loved ones say. Husband, it doesn’t 
make any difference what your 
wife says. Wife, it doesn’t matter 
what your husband says. Boy and 
girl, out there, it doesn’t matter 
what mother says, father, grand+ 
mother, or grandfather. It doesn’t 
matter, I say, what man says. It 
matters only what God says. God, 
in His Word, tells us that we may 
be perfect so far as we can be 
in this world and fall short. “— 
come short of the glory of God. 

Oh, friends, we have to know 
Jesus. That is the thing which 
counts. You may be the best man 
who ever lived so far as folks know 
you and so far as their human es- 
timate of your character may be 
concerned, but that is not good 
enough. You may be the finest 
moral man who ever walked the 
streets of Chicago, or, any other 
city in the United States of Amer- 
ica, but you can go to Hell in that 
condition. You may be the best 
moral man and go to Hell.. There 
are going to be a lot of good, mor- 
al men in Hell simply because they 
haven’t trusted Jesus Christ. 

“Well,” you say, “I don’t like 
that. I don’t think it is fair.” It 
doesn’t make any difference what 
you like. It doesn’t make any dif- 
ference whether you think it is 
fair or not. God, in' Hig Word, says 
so, and you are a fool if you got 
believe it. I am speaking plain, bu 
I am telling you the truth. I’m 
telling you from my heart. I want 
you to know that God says, “The 
soul that sinneth, it shall die.” God 
also says, “All have sinned and 
come short of the glory of God.” 
That includes you, my friends; 
that includes you regardless of 
what: you think and regardless of 
what men say. If you have not 
confessed ‘your sin and gotten right 
with God, if you haven’t let Him 
into your heart; if you are not 
saved by the grace of the Lord Je- 
sus Christ, this Noon Hour, my 
friends, you are doomed for an 
eternity in Hell. I’m speaking 
frankly, but it is true. I want you 
to awaken to the realization of 
this fact. Ah, again I say, believe 
God in preference to man. “Let God 
be true and every man a liar. Be- 
lieve what God has to say, and 
know that on the other side of 
death for those who are saved 
there is Héaven, and on the other 
side of death for those who are 
lost is Hell. 


Eternal Joy or Eternal Torment? 


Now, on the other side of death 
for those saved, thirdly, is eternal 
joy. For those who are lost there 
is eternal torment. Look at the 
twenty-third verse in the sixteenth 
chapter of Luke again. After we 
read about the rich man lifting up 
his eyes, being in torment in Hell, 
we read that Lazarus is in Abra- 
hamt’s bosom. That is a wonder- 
ful thing — a comforting thought. 
Look again at the twenty-fifth 
verse, and here we read, 

“But Abraham said, Son, remem- 
ber that thou in thy lifetime re- 
ceivedst thy good things, and like- 
wise Lazarus evil things: but now 
he is comforted.” 

Comfort and joy for the man who 
died saved. But, notice the rest of 
the phrase, the last four words, 
“And thou art tormented.” 

There are many other passages 
which I might call to your gtten- 
tion but I will not have the time. 
There are many passages that tell 
about the joy, and the er eee of 
those in oer ies ‘theo eee 
blessing, the bliss, the joy, the hap-

Joy, yes! Joy when we see Jesus.

Not only that, but we will have 
the privilege of seeing our loved 
ones and friends. We will meet the 
angels and the saints of all ages. 
Won’t it be wonderful? Oh, what 
a joy, what a privilege through- 
out the endless ages of eternity! 
We will be enjoying all the bless- 
ings of that wonderful Land. How 
we praise God for it! If you are a 
Christian, you can look forward 
to it. If you are not, you had bet- 
ter trust Him now before it is 
too late so you can have the op- 
portunity of looking .forward to 
it, also, 


According to the Word of God, 
we read Hell is a place of torment, 
where’ sinners are going. God says 
so. Not this preacher! Don’t hold 
that against this preacher, for it 
is God Who says it. God is the One 
Who tells us that men are’ going 
to be in torment, and this passage 
states very emphatically in the 
twenty-fifth verse, “and thou art 
tormented.” He was thirsty. He 
wanted to have his thirst satisfied, 
and cried out, asking Abraham to 
send Lazarus, that he might dip 
the tip of his finger in water, and 
cool his tongue for he was tor- 
mented in that flame. Oh, friends, 
it is a place of eternal torment. 

Look at another passage with 
me. In the thirteenth chapter of 
Matthew, verse forty-two we read: 

“And shall cast them into a fur- 
nace; there shall be wailing’ and 
gnashing of teeth.”

“‘And the city had no need of the 
sun, neither of the moon, to shine 
in it: for the glory of God did 
lighten it, and the Lamb is the

“And the nations of them which 
are sayéd shall walk in the light 
of it: and the kings of the earth 
do bring their glory and honour 
into it. 

“And the zates of it shall not be 
shut at all by day: for there shall 
be no night there.” 

No darkness in Heaven, no night 
in Heaven. Oh, no, only the light 
of the glory of God for eternity. 
Those who are saved will dwell in 
the presence of that light. Oh, what 
a privilege it will be!

God has to say about those who 
die in a-lost condition. We find 
one verse in the twenty-second 
chapter of Matthew. I am afraid 
I will not be able to go into this 
today.
